Notwithstanding all the current pessimistic talk and 
worry over money conditions in America, the fact re- 


No mains that the country is stronger in 
Occasion wealth than it has ever been in its his- 
for tory. It is all gold as to its resources 


Pessimism. and its actual marketable wealth in sight. 
It has so happened that the influence of Wall street 
has occasioned some alarm among certain monied peo- 
ple who have been thrown into a state of timidity, and 
this has to an extent withdrawn money from active 
circulation. And that is about all there is for pessi- 
mists to feed upon as relates to the present situation. 
The medium of exchange has to an extent been tem- 
porarily lessened through the withdrawal of a portion 
of it from active circulation, but there is no less 
money in the country than there has been right along. 
There is no less grain. There is no less iron. There 
is no less cotton, coal, lumber, timber, marble, stone, 
precious metals or of any other commodities than there 
has been. Then where is there any lessening of the 
country’s wealth and why should a lack of confidence 
to any extent whatever be occasioned? There is no 
reason whatever for it. In itself, stripped of its pur- 
chasing quality, money is worthless, and if idle and 
non productive it has no value. Money is merely the 
medium by which commodities of real intrinsic worth 
are exchanged one for the other. 

Because of the present (to an extent) stringency of 
money, confidence has not been destroyed nor will it 
be among the reasoning and practical minded people 
of the country to any degree, for it is a fixed, unvary- 
ing rule that, though at times frightened into hiding, 
money always speedily reappears in search of oppor- 
tunities to exchange itself for that which is and al- 

\s will be the nation’s real wealth. 

it is a significant fact just at the present time, when 

ones are bewailing their fates as relates to 
‘calth, the real captains of industry, those whose de- 
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pendence is upon the prosperity of the country, are not 
to be found among the calamity howlers. A notable 
instance of this fact is to be found in an interview 
had on November 14 with Elbert H. Gary, chairman 
of the board of directors of the United States Steel 
Corporation, who, as he states, thinks there is too 
much discussion of the financial condition of the coun- 
try, and thus continues: 


“All this talk about the so called tight money market 
makes people lean involuntarily to the idea that there 
really is something the matter with the nation, when 
as a matter of fact everything is in first class shape. 


“If I thought there was anything the matter with 
the country’s finances I would not hesitate to give my 
views at length. But what is the sense in making a 
great fuss over the so called financial flurry? 


“In a little while all the disturbance will be over, 
and then the persons who have been doing a lot of 
talking about the temporary financial upset will feel 
silly, I think. 

“It is not a time for talking. It is a time for a 
strengthening of the general confidence in the un- 
questionable financial soundness and abounding mate- 
rial prosperity of the nation.” 

If there was occasion for alarm or uneasiness as to 
financial matters it is wholly likely that the head of 
the greatest industrial institution in the world would 
be wholly likely to be aware of it. 








HARDWARE goods offer excellent opportunities for 
really good and telling window displays for the reason 
Selections that such stocks include so many wholly 
for different items of manufacture and so 
Hardware many varieties, sizes, shapes and finishes 
Windows. of so many articles of single classes. As 
at present produced in America all hardware articles 
are much cleaner, brighter, better finished and hand- 
somer in the goods themselves and in their packing 
than in any other country in the world. The variety 
of articles made in single groups or classes are weon- 
derful in numbers, shapes, varieties and purposes so 
wonderful indeed that few even of regular hardware 
store patrons know much about sizes, varieties, finishes 
and such matters as they apply to even one single 
class, especially in boxed shelf goods. 

In this there appears to be a capital suggestion for 
hardware show window dressing. Exhibits of classes 
of goods are always highly interesting because they 
are always instructive as well and the many varieties 
they present to the layman offer wonderful opportzn- 
ities for speculation and exact comparison. Even to 
a farmer of great experience a complete window dis- 
play of pitchforks would be a revelation. A carpenter 
would find in a window completely dressed with car- 
penters’ tools, a great number of modern tools and la- 
bor saving devices designed expressly for his work that 
he had never heard of or dreamed of and so it is in 
all walks of life the swift progress of American manu- 
facturing arts has quite outstripped the knowledge si 
mankind in nearly all directions; and so there is oppor- 
tunity and very good opportunity within the lines car- 
ried in any hardware store to plar-and exhibit specialty 
displays that will interest, educate and. highly please 
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the public and earn for the store credit for shrewdness, 
ability, good taste and complete understanding. 

Let us take a few examples of the possibilities for 
window exhibits that lie in certain homely every day 
classes of articles that are in common use in some 
form or other. Let us start with farm and garden 
tools. We find there are available many kinds of 
bright, polished, colored or partly colored hoes. What 
a variety of hoes there are for different farm and 
garden uses in an ordinary hardware stock. Then 
there are rakes of numberless patterns for different 
uses made of formed metal or wire or wood all nicely 
finished, all handsome in colors, labels and smoothly 
polished wood work. In spades there are number- 
less sizes for men, women and children and also the 
same may be said of shovels. There are pruning 
knives, pruning hooks, tree trimmers, grafting tools, 
flat and curved earth trowels, trimming shears, lawn 
mowers, grass gatherers, lawn rollers, hedge trimmers, 
sickles, scythes, scythe snaths, scythe stones, pitch- 
forks, hay forks, manure forks and grass forks in 
numberless variety all bright and beautifully finished 
when new, wheelbarrows, trellis wire, handles, garden 
hose, grass fountains, nozzles and a hundred and one 
other items unknown or forgotten by the writer. What 
is: there to hinder making up a splendid window dis- 
play with an assortment of these items and a good 


‘telling effective and profitable display at that if ar- 


ranged at a proper advance time of the year. It is 
not at all necessary to crowd a window with these. 
A well selected and_ carefully planned assortment 
would surely attract much attention and earn money 
for the store that.made it. A hoe is a hoe surely and 
a spade is a spade but the varieties of each of these 
instruments that could be shown in a collection of 
either would create much indecision when it came to 
making a selection from among them all. 

Looking further into this specialty division it will 
be seen that the single line indicated may be sub- 
divided into numerous branches many and possibly 
all of which would in themselves make very excellent 
displays. if properly handled. The item of the forks 
referred to would make a splendid exhibit if properly 
arranged and separated from the rest of the line. 
Hoes and rakes utilized together could be made into 
a very acceptable display. Shovels and spades separ- 
ated from other things of the line could be worked 
into a very excellent display, scoops and snow shovels 
might be introduced into this collection if it should be 
found necessary or deemed desirable. By following 
along this one single specialty it will be observed that 
it may be split up into several sub-divisions anyone 
of which might be effectively utilized in window work 
that would be very interesting and instructive. 

Leaving this specialty we may turn to cutlery as 
a specialty line for exhibition. Think of the pos- 
sibilities there are in this line, with its glittering. 
perfectly finished steel, brass, silver and nickel work 
and the wonderful variety of handles that are’ to 
be found in even an ordinary pocket cutlery stock. 
Then there is the item of table ware which embraces 
knives in silver, knives in steel, forks in silver, forks 
in steel and also many beautiful sets of table cutlery 
with ivory, pearl, rubber or other rich handle mount- 
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ings. Then there are carving sets in many interest- 
ing forms. There are manicure sets. There are 
hunting knives, kitchen knives, butcher knives, ‘cary- 
ing knives, bread knives, cheese knives and knive: 
of very many other patterns and for many other uses. 
all of which may be utilized to very excellent ad 
vantage for display. There are razors in regular an: 
safety forms, there are many manicure ‘tools, nai! 
clippers, nail files and many other things in the cut- 
lery line which together with the very pretty pack- 
ages in which the goods are received would all work 
in wonderfully in arranging a fine cutlery display. 
This class also might be sub-divided if so desired. 
Pocket cutlery alone would make a good display, 
working knives and table ware, cooking forks and 
such items would make another good display. Razors 
and safety razors, with their stropping devices, soap 
cups and brushes, shaving soap packages and such 
items would make a splendid window display im them- 
selves. 

The edge tool class which embraces chisels, augers, 
axes, hatchets, braces, handles and a variety of other 
items with their various sizes, shapes, and general 
dimensions would make another splendid window dis- 
play. Fire arms and ammunition has been frequently 
‘made into excellent window exhibits but there are 
still good opportunities for utilizing these wares ef- 
fectively by careful arrangements of guns, revolvers. 
hunting suits, ammunition, belts, flasks, camp stoves. 
knives and other articles that are strictly within the 
line. 

Saws make splendid window exhibits. Saws are 
made in endless variety and for uses that are almost 
innumerable.. There are logging saws of many kinds. 
ice saws, circular saws in very numerous patterns and 
sizes and for as numerous purposes. Some of these 
are plain simple affairs and others run to the more 
or less complicated removable tooth saws. There are 
carpenter saws, for ripping and for cross cut work. 
for key-hole work, for circular or jig work and for 
many other uses and in-a wide range of sizes and 
patterns. There are hack saws, butchers’ saws, cloth 
esaws, band saws, scroll saws, meat saws, wood saws 
and saw bucks that go with them. There are only 4 
modest portion of the saws that are available named 
in the above list, but think what wonderful possibili- 
ties there are for specialty window decorations within 
the range of the saws herein numerated when all of 
their different sizes, patterns and finishes are cor- 
sidered. 

Think of the possibilities there are in specialized 
window exhibits of granite ware, tinware, carpenters 
tools. house furnishings, kitchen utensils, sporting 
goods, wholly aside from ammunition and guns, laun- 
dry fittings. and furnishings. paints and painters 
hrushes and tools, etc. 

It will be seen that the purpose of this article | 
not to instruct hardware dealers in the art of arrang- 
ing their display windows but rather to call to mind 
the possibilities for window decoration and display 
that lie directly within the reach of all hardware 
dealers. Or in other words to remind hardware 
merchants in general that upon their shelves and 1 
other portions of their stores there are articles hidde" 
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s hidden 


away in boxes, bundles, packages or otherwise that 
perhaps do not sell as rapidly nor move freely as they 
are situated, as they would if a representative sample 
of each was from time to time held up directly in full 
view of the people whose custom is much desired 
and should be intelligently sought.

John C. Koch of Milwaukee is dead. He departed 
this life in his sixty-seventh year at his home in Mil- 
waukee, Wis. He was a _ prominent figure in 
business, political and church affairs in his chosen 
city. He was born in Hamburg, Germany, on 
October 18, 1841. Coming to America with his 
parents and family he with them settled in Mil- 
waukee directly upon arrival. He was then 13 years 
of age, hence he had resided in Milwaukee for more 
than fifty years. After working a term as a tinner’s 
apprentice he in 1860 entered the employ of John 
Pritzlaff & Co., wholesale hardware dealers, where 
he steadily worked his way up to the chief clerkship 
in the establishment and in 1866 was admitted to part- 
nership in the business. When the business was in-

corporated in 1884 and became the John Pritzlaff 
Hardware Company he was elected to the vice presi- 
dency thereof and so remained until the time of his 
death. Of recent years he has also been president of 
the Koch & Loeber Co., of Milwaukee. Mr. 
Koch was prominent in church affairs -in connection 
with the Lutheran denomination and held official posi- 
tions therein. In politics he was a consistent and 
prominent Republican. He was at one time mayor of 
Milwaukee and at another time a candidate for 
lieutenant governor of Wisconsin. He was prominent 
in the affairs of business and particularly so as relates 
to hardware affairs. He was a prominent and useful 
member of the National Hardware Association with 
which he had served in numerous official capacities.

An Annual Election Day Shoot was held at Green- 
ville, N. J., on November 5, in which, among other 
arms, the Stevens and Stevens-Pope rifles with tele- 
scopes ¢arried off a majority of the prizes.

PRESIDENT MILES AND THE PARCELS POST 








Interest in the parcels post measure which United 
States Postmaster General Meyer will lay before the 
next session of Congress and ask for its adoption is 
re-awakened by the recent modifications of the original 
bill to the extent of providing special parcel postal 
rates to apply within the boundaries of rural free de- 
livery districts. As among the recognized opponents 
of the Meyer measure President S. R. Miles of the 
National Retail Hardware Association has been ad- 
dressed by the head of the postal department in rela- 
tion to the parcels post measure in its revised form. 

The reply of President Miles in behalf of the Na- 
tional Hardware Association, is as follows: 


Mr. Geo. von L. Meyer, November 7, 1907. 
' Postmaster General, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir— 

I have your favor of the 30th ult. enclosing copy of your 
speech before the Postmasters’ Convention in Boston, October 
12th, and other literature; and requesting me, as President of 
the National Retail Hardware Association to make comments 
and criticisms on same. Without entering into a detailed dis- 
cussion of all of the points raised in your speech, permit me to 
touch briefly on some of them. 

There is only one theory upon which we can discuss your 
proposed plan and that is; that inside of twelve months after 
it was put into operation, your Department, and the country 
at large, would use the same argument that you are now using 
to justify the reduction from sixteen to twelve cents per 
pound on third and fourth class matter. That argument would 
be that it was unfair and unjust discriniination and that all 
barriers must be removed and everybody permitted to mail 
matter on the same basis. The contention would be a rea- 
sonable one and would, without question, be granted. 

_ For the benefit of the Country Retail Merchant and the 
Farmer, you propose making a rate of five cents per pound 
for the first pound and two cents per pound for each addi- 
tional pound up to eleven pounds; making a total charge of 
twenty-five cents for eleven pounds. This, you say, would be 
a boon to the country retailer and rural patron. Under a 
recent ruling of your department, any rural patron can have 
ellvered to him by his carrier, any package weighing in ex- 
cess of four pounds, and if it happens to be matter tliat is not 
mailable the weight can be under four pounds. For rendering 
vice of this kind, not one carrier in a hundred will make 
‘ny charge. With this free service at the command of the 
rural patron, the facts are that he is not using it. Yet, you 
ould have us believe that if you raised the limit of weight 
“even pounds and compelled him to pay twenty-five cents 

" ‘he service, that he would use it and be greatly benefited. 

‘st confess that no line of reasoning that I am able to 
v will permit me to agree with you. If you will take the 
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trouble to investigate, you will find that the demand upon rural 
carriers for service of this kind does not average one call per 
week per carrier. It would seem, then, that your proposed 
plan would, after all, not be much of a boon to the rural 
patron. k 
Now, about the country merchant, the other interested 
party who is to derive so much benefit by being able to se- 
cure most of his wares by parcels post. I can readily under- 
stand, that nine merchants out of ten, would, inside of twelve 
months after a general domestic parcels post became effective 
be able to supply the demand of their trade with eleven pound 
packages. Of what advantage would it be to the merchant 
to use a parcels post for the delivery of his packages when, 
to nearly every point in the United States, one hundred pounds 
can be shipped by freight at a maximum cost of forty cents, 
and in most states only twenty-five cents? 

The future prosperity of the United States depends to a 
greater extent upon the prosperity of the rural communities 
and smaller villages and cities, than upon any other condition. 
Any legislation that will take away from the retail merchants 
of the country even twenty-five per cent of their present vol- 
ume of business, would mean absolute ruin to ninety per cent 
of the merchants of the country inside of twelve months. If 
a money flurry or panic lasting only a year or two so reduces 
the volume of business as to throw into bankruptcy thousands 
of merchants, what would be the result if this reduction were 
made permanent? 

It appears to me that it would be high time for your de- 
partment to advocate a domestic parcels post when the de- 
mand came from the people who you claim would be so large- 
ly benefited; that is the country retailer and the farmer. 

There is only one way in which a retail merchant could 
take advantage of and be benefited by your proposed plan even 
if it were confined strictly within the limits you propose; and 
that is by issuing a priced catalog covering every item in his 
store. This, not one merchant in ten could afford to do. It 
would compel him to have one price for delivery by mail and 
another price to people who called at his store and made 
their purchases in person. This plan would not be at all prac- 
tical and would cause no end of trouble and confusion, while, 
on the other hand, the mail order houses (whom this pro- 
posed plan is clearly intended to benefit) would price every 
article in their catalog on a delivery basis and eliminate all 
the non-profit bearing goods, leaving that class of business to 
the few remaining country merchants. 

You cannot increase a merchant’s trade by any plan that 
will keep people away from his store, and making it possible 
for them to make their purchases at home. A system of this 
kind would mean a serious curtailment of business; and the 
people under this condition would buy only necessities and it 
would be a sorry day for the business interests of this country, 
when the mercantile business was confined to the mere neces- 
sities of life. 

The retail merchants are not asking for this special or 
clags legislation. The demand for your proposed plan is not 
coming from that source, as it would decrease rather than 
increase their business. If this is true, wherein would it be 
of any advantage to the farmer? What the farmer wants is 
more prosperous towns and villages; more local or home 
markets, and not an opportunity to save a few cents occasion- 
ally by’ being able to ship his merchandise by mail. 

In your address you refer to the fact that rural free de- 
livery has done away with the isolation which existed in many 
parts of the country. Your proposed plan would bring about 
a return of this isolation which you so much deplore, by en- 
abling the farmer to make his purchases without visiting his 
neighboring city or village, and would surely result in again 
filling up our insane asylums from the country precincts, if 

that condition ever really existed. 

I desire to thank you in behalf of the National Retail 
Hardware Association with its thirty-three affiliated states 
and more than ten thousand members for this opportunity of 
placing ourselves on record against your proposed plan. 

I trust you will do the Association, which I represent, 
the honor of havens this letter printed, at the expense of the 
government, and enclose a copy of the same in each of your 
communications in the future, in which you enclose copies 
of letters from those favoring the plan. You can do this 
with the full assurance that the opposition herein expressed 
comes from one of the strongest trade organizations of the 
country; one that has obtained its present high standing on a 
basis of advocating, always, those measures that would bring 
the greatest good to the greatest number. 

You can term us selfish if you will but any legislation 
that affects my personal business, affects equally the business 
of the more than one million retail merchants of the coun- 


I think this friendly discussion cannot help but result in 
benefit but after all this question must and will be settled by 
the men who will make up our next Congress. We believe 
these men to be too thoroughly in touch with the actual con- 
ditions as they exist in this country to-day, to permit any 
measure, of the character of the one you are advocating, to 
become a law.

A NEW FURNACE. 











The Garner Heating Company of Lansing, Mich., 
is offering a type of soft coal heating furnace that is 
ingenious and which possesses original ideas and pe- 
culiar merits that are wholly worthy of consideration. 
It is a tubular furnace, the center of the body—in fact 
much of the body—is given over to a battery of verti- 
cal hot air circulating flues, some twenty-five, possibly 
more, in number, . The furnace has no regular firepot 
such as is commonly accepted as one, the firing ar- 
rangement and a roomy magazine which automatically 
feeds the fire being the wholly original and interesting 
features of the construction. At the front of the 
structure in the middle stands built into the casing 
a large vertical, rectangular hopper, with an exterior 
projection near the top of the casing. This extends 
down to the fire section, which is very low down, the 
fire grate being just above the ashpit, which is at the 
very bottom of the structure. The fire section has a 
downward and inward inclining grate and the burn- 
ing fire is thus located at the bottom of the vertical 
column of fuel, and though wide and apparently ample, 
it occupies but little space against the front furnace 
wall. The fire damper or register is located in a cast 
plate low down at the front and at a point nicely cal- 
culated to allow the air feed for the fire to strike the 
burning mass at a point where it will insure correct 
combustion of the fuel. The heated products of com- 
bustion then flow into the enclosed battery of vertical 
radiating ducts and envelop them wholly in their 
passage to the exhaust smoke exit at the rear of the 
furnace. The vertical tubes and their enclosing sheet 
steel jacket are all live radiating surface, and the up- 
ward passage of pure cold aid, let in at the base, en- 
velopes the jacket.and passes through the many tubes 
upward to be distributed as is desired by distributing 
hot air pipes connected with wide apertures for the 
purpose at the extreme top of the casing. The ab- 
sence of an orthodox firepot, the elimination of many 
things that are supposed to be necessary parts of fur- 
nace construction, together with the exceeding sim- 
plicity of the structure as a whole, are at once sur- 
prising. The furnace runs to low heights that will 
make them readily available in situations where low 
down structures are necessary. 

Looking at the plans in diagram form, together with 
a consistent and carefully prepared and reference let- 
tered description, leads to a conviction that the furnace 
is wholly practical, and should prove wholly efficient, 
and it is represented that the furnace is wonderfully 
€conomical in fuel consumption. An examination 
seems to verify the claim, and aside from this the 
written testimony of many users of the furnace quite 
well substantiate the claim.

It is said that 100 men will be at work in 
the plant inside of 60 days.

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WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER SHOULD 
KNOW.

NO. 19. 
Pan Oorners. 

There are several ways of cutting a pan ‘corner so 
that the folded corner will come up true under the 
wire. And there are many workmen who only guess 
at it, and make a poor corner in consequence. 

In this chapter I will mention three methods, by 
any one of which the corner may be so quickly laid out 
that it would not be profitable to use guess work, and 
they are all accurate methods. 
































The first is the one I most often use, although I do 
not know that it is any better or quicker than either 
- of the others. 

On a perfectly square corner of the sheet to be 
used, lay off the allowance for wire A B C Fig. I. 
Parallel to these lines and far enough in from them 
for the slant depth of the pan, make D E,F. From 
the points G and E set off towards B the desired flare, 


~ one-half the difference between the size of the top and 


bottom. Draw lines from the points thus found at H 
and I, to J. ‘ = 
Next place the handle of a bevel against the edge 
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of sheet, and adjust the blade until it coincides with 
the line H J. Then swing the bevel around till the 
handle is.on H J as shown in Fig. 2, with the inner 
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. angle of blade and handle at H, and scribe along the 


blade from H to the center line J B. Reverse the 
bevel, placing the handle on line I J, and scribe from 
I to the same point on center line as before. 

Cut across the wire allowance at any desired angle, 
or square in to H and I, then through on the lines 
drawn, being careful to cut accurately when the piece 
may be used for a pattern by which to cut the other 
three corners, when you have them located. To do 
this measure from H along line A B the distance re- 
quired for width of top, inside of wire. And from | 
along line B C the length of top, inside of wire. Then 
place the little corner pattern on with one of its 
straight edges coinciding with the edge of the iron, 
and the point H or I at the point found by measure. 
Mark the cut line and along the farther edge of pat- 
tern which will give the point at which to square off 
the sheet. Square from both the corners thus found, 
which will locate the fourth corner. 


B

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The second method is by means of rule or square, 
and dividers. 

Lay off A B C, D E and F G, and locate H and ! 
the same as described in the first method. Then with 
dividers set at J, Fig. 3, strike a long arc, or semi- 
circle. Span dividers from intersection of arc with 
line B J to intersection with line H J and _ swing 
around to point X. Draw a line from J to X and the 
point where this line intersects the line of wire allow- 
ance is the right height from J for the center line B J, 
because the line J X is in the position B J will occup) 
when folded around against end of pan. 

Span dividers from J te o and swing around and 
mark B J at o’. 

Scribe from H to o’ and from I to 0’, and cut out, 
cutting wire allowance at any desired angle, thus com- 
pleting the corner. 

The third method is on nearly the same principle 
as the first, except that the angles are found by means 
of the dividers instead of a bevel. 

After laying off A B C, D E and F G, and locat- 
ing H and I as before, span dividers from H to a poit 
nearly, but not quite to B, on line A B, and strike on 
arc downward as shown in Fig. 4. With dividers u™ 
changed. set one foot at J and strike an arc cutting 
H J and G J at K and L. 

Then span dividers from K to L, and starting at ™ 
step off twice that distance (two steps) to N. | ra" 
by the straight edge from H to N, and from I to the 
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point of intersection with B J, and cut out as before. 

In the first method we obtained the angle of H J 
by means of the bevel and by applying this angle again 
we produced the line H N (or the line corresponding 
to H N) at twice that angle with the line A B, and 
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Fig. 4 
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in this case, by stepping twice the distance K to L on 
an equal arc, we produce H N at just twice the angle 
of H J. 

As before stated, the corner may be cut out and 
used as a pattern for the other three corners, but in 
practice I prefer to lay out all the corners first except 
the lines of cut, and then complete one, and use the 
piece for pattern for the others. Because the lines 
H J, B J and I J are needed as guides for making the 
bends when forming up.

AN ADDRESS TO SHEET METAL WORKERS. 





At a meeting of the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Association’s Brooklyn local branch on October 3, 
1907, an address was delivered by Mr. C. C. Moquin, 
financial secretary of the local branch. The address 
was as follows: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Were our city not trying to be monopolized by the greed 
of certain repair houses and manufacturers that is tending all 
the time toward suffocating our very existence, such an asso- 
ciation as the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Association would 
not be in being to-day. But, gentlemen, it is only too true 
that we are menaced from the very sources where we should 
be protected. And we stand almost in ‘a position to-day that 
teminds me of a short article I read the other day, which was 
ws follows: “I remember once seeing an aggressive and 
selfish young steer monopolize a whole trough of drinking 
water that had been placed under the pump in our pasture. 
This steer stood sideways against the trough while he drank, 
and when any other animal came near for a drink he hooked 
and horned it away. He did not want all the water in the 
trough, but he compelled the whole herd to go thirsty that 
morning for an hour. Then there was an uprising and the 
monopolist was driven from his position by the infuriated 
herd.” So it is with us. We are being outcompeted, under- 
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sold, sneakingly cheated and robbed by the very men we 
have given drink, until they have waxed fat, and, in waxing 
fat, they have grown so greedy that they defiantly stand by the 
trough and compel us to stand meekly by and be deprived of 
our right to live. . 

And so, gentlemen, right here is where we must study 
how best to charge and rout this selfish monopolist. This 
association has got to grow into a perfect unit of all the 
master sheet metal workers first. Then we will be capable 
of wise legislation which will right the evils which exist. Let 
us continue to busy ourselves with organization. Let us 
stop grumbling about everything. Let us give our whole 
mentality to working for the things we desire, believing in 
one another thoroughly, working as a unit toward the great 
work set before us. 

I believe that with the right spirit we can possess the 
power of bringing about whatever achievement we may 
desire. We must gain and use that power. 

Many of us spend half our time in fault-finding and wor- 
rying, and then we blame the Fates for not succeeding. 

Let us plant Faith, Hope, Ambition and Usefulness in the 
work of this association and you will quickly see the good 
results. Even if we are not succeeding as fast as we desire, 
I know that, as Chairman Milhan said last meeting, with every 
failure we are growing stronger and with each failure we 
become more perfect in our organization. We are learning 
all the time, and right here I want to say that one of the 
best features of our movement—the one which is least under- 
stood—is that we are’ unconsciously infusing the spirit which 
is making us responsible for our fellows. 

I liken our pdésition to-day among the members who have 
loyally stood by the association to the elder brother who is 
training his young brother not to continue creeping but to 
stand up and walk—become strong by firmly grasping the 
hand the elder brother is enthusiastically extending to him. 

I congratulate you on the sacrifices you are continually 
making for the welfare of the association, and I truly and sin- 
cerely say that you will some day—soon, I hope—reap the 
reward of your efforts in witnessing the success of the work 
you have undertaken.

HARDWARE. 

While it may be said that there is little of the pessi- 
mistic tendency noticeable in retail or jobbing affairs 
there is noticeable a vein of prudence in retailers’ or- 
ders which is no doubt wholly due to the unsettled 
condition of financial affairs generally and a present 
inability to get in hand sufficient ready money with 
which to conduct business along normal lines. A sys- 
tematic collection of reports from retail hardware deal- 
ers at many western, southern and middle state points 
gives assurance of a buoyant feeling generally and full 
confidence in the ability of the people, the government 
and the hardware trade to speedily adjust money af- 
fairs to wholly normal conditions. A feature of the 
present situation as it relates to the hardware trade 
generally is in the fact that stocks of hardware goods 
in retail stores are more generally wholly paid for 
thar they have been in many years and that retailers 
are more carefully scrutinizing their own credit grant- 
ings than ever before. Everywhere in the inland 
hardware trade there is the assurance that at the pres- 
ent time the grain and general substance that is really 
the wealth of the country has in no way diminished 
but on the contrary has vastly increased and with this 
condition existing the temporary curtailment of the 
medium of exchange while more or less embarrassing 
is not altogether a critical or value destroying condi- 
tion. 

There is little to note in the way of changes in cur- 
rent hardware prices, quotations or discounts. A re- 
duction in prices of copper bottom wash boilers and 
some other kitchen utensils amounting to about five 
per cent is reported. Nails both cut and wire are in 
quite good request at prices unchanged during the 
week. Wire products while not showing weakness 
indicate more or less conservatism. Wire nails are at 
$2.23. Galvanized barb wire at $2.68. Painted barb 
wire $2.38. Smooth annealed wire $2.08. Galvanized 
wire $2.38. Polished staples $2.23. Galvanized 
staples $2.63. Car lots to retailers 5 cents advance 
and less than car lots 15 cents advance. 

TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market continues to present a quiet 
appearance. Business in progress is not of large pro- 
portions, and is much smaller than is usual for this 
season of the year. Present quotations are $3.90 f. o. b. 
Pittsburgh, with $3.85 still quoted by the independent 
mills. Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 13s 6d. 
Arrivals of tin plate for the week ending Nov. 2 were 
25,549 boxes at New York. Stocks of tin plate in

COPPER. 


The copper market continues to present a dull and 
weak appearance. Reports of a pool in London to 
take over 112,000,000 pounds of the metal are denied 
both by copper dealers here and abroad, and there 
seems to be little foundation for the report. Dealers 
say that it is highly improbable under the present 
financial conditions that there would be any tying up 
of such a large sum of money as would be needed to 
finance this large operation. There is still a large 
movement of the metal to Great Britain and the con- 
tinent, but this is almost wholly speculative, and it is 
thought that a very small percentage of it will go into 
tonsumption. Business during the week has been con- 
fined to a few small lots for November-December de- 
livery. Prices were about those of the previous week. 
but in some cases as low as 13%c for electrolytic was 
done. New York Metal Exchange quotations are un- 
changed at 13%@13%4c for lake, 13%@13%c for 
electrolytic and 13@13%c for casting copper. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore were 3,418 
tons, or 12,980 tons since Nov. 1. Arrivals at New 
York were about 25 tons matte. During October there 

_were exported from all United States ports 29,161 tons 
of copper, or a total of 157,064 tons during the first 
10 months of the year, as compared with 172,154 tons 
during the same period a year ago.

The market for aluminum continues steady, with a 
fair amount of business noted.

No. 1 ingots 
for remelting are offered at 45@47c per pound in ton 
lots, and No. 2 ingots at 43@45c in car lots for 90 per 
cent pure. 


COKE. 


Business in both foundry and furnace coke con- 
tinues of good proportions. Foundry coke is pretty 
well cleaned up in the producing districts, and quota- 
tions cannot be shaded. Some good-sized inquiries 
are reported in the market for furnace coke, and a 
good business is being put through. Prices remain 
about on the basis of $3.25@3.50 for good grades of 
72-hour Connellsville foundry, while furnace is about 
on the basis of $2.30@2.50 for prompt shipment, and 
about $2.20@2.30 for nearby delivery. 


PIG IRON. 


Certain pig iron authorities have practically given 
up guessing on the pig market and why it is as it is. 
It is and of course must be conceded and fully under- 
stood that the real active feature of the market always 
lies in the large tonnages that go into railway con- 
struction and to the development of large industria! 
undertaking both in America and abroad and the ab- 
sence of this sustaining and invigorating feature which 
naturally leads and dominates the market may of 
course be wholly attributed to the unsettled condition 
of finances and the timidity of capital occasioned 
thereby. With the total elimination of the leader of the 
iron market naturally nothing remains but the ordinary 
volume of industrial melting and this section of the 
iron market has grown exceedingly conservative and 
watchful of iron, presumably in the hope of an early 
decline in general quotations. The stringency in money 
has, it is reported, occasioned the blowing out of nu- 
merous iron furnaces in the South and elsewhere and 
it is reasonable to assume that this action keeps the 
market steady. Iron is practically lifeless at present.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, will say in their 
weekly report : 

“Dullness of most pronounced character” most fittingly 
described the pig iron market. It has been dragging itself 
along from day to day on a dead level, no business to speak 
of and prospects are for a continuance. Inquiries have 
dropped off somewhat, but there is still some activity in this 
line, resulting, however, in few sales. 

It is extremely difficult to say just what the market is 
on either Northern or Southern irons. Buyers contend that 
they can buy at less figures than those named by furnaces on 
many inquiries, and as some producers do not care to sell at 
less than cost or add to already over full order books, a 
majority of the business done has been handed back and 
forth in several directions before being placed. There is no 
particular market price, as each sale is considered as a thing 
apart and quotations made accordingly, with particular refer- 
ence to order books and terms of delivery. 

The stringent financial situation, while inconvenient and 
causing considerable difficulty in obtaining ready money for 
pay rolls, is considered absolutely sound, and local steps to 
preserve stability have been welcomed on all sides. This, 
however, has not prevented a number of concerns in this 
neighborhood from closing some portions of their works tem- 
porarily or retrenching in other lines. This same effect will 
prevail with producers of pig iron during the present month, 
and all look for considerable curtailment in both producing 
and consuming lines during November. 

Reports from the Birmingham district show that South- 
ern iron is quiet and production is being cut down by the 
blowing out of several furnaces. 

Coke is comparatively quiet with little change in prices 
There is immense curtailment of production in the Connells- 
ville and other fields and movement of shipments is far from 
being what it should, although slightly better at the present 
time than it has been during the same period in recent years, 
due very largely to the favorable weather conditions. Im- 
mediately on change in this the usual difficulties will be 
encountered it is expected, only in greater degree. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

The iron market is in a process of readjustment. There 
has been during the week a sharp reduction in production by 
the blowing out of more than thirty furnaces,.and there are 
more to follow. In all the history of the trade nothing like 
this has ever before occurred—never before has there been 
such prompt and decisive action in meeting an emergency. 
In past years when there was general trouble the furnaces 
went out by a lingering death process, so to speak. But this 
time the furnaces have been shut down by a regular guillotine 
drop. And the suddenness of the thing is remarkable. As 
to what consumption is doing these days it is hard to say. 
Certain it is that there has been quite a little curtailing in 
that direction, but whether it equals the large reduction in 
production cannot be determined with exactness. But it is 
very evident that if the boom in iron is over no one is at- 
tempting to continue it by artificial means.’ On the contrary 
the trade is being left to the operation of the natural laws 
of supply and demand. 

There has been some fair buying during the week but it 
has been only for quick shipment. Several thousand tons 
have been sold mainly of high grade foundry iron. It looks 
as if we were going to have a “hand to mouth” market until 
such time as the situation finally clears. When that will be 
no one can tell, although there is good reason to believe that 
the time cannot be far distant. In the past the trade has in- 
variably bought iron for the first half of the new year ‘either 
in the early or late fall, but this year no 1908 iron has beef 
bought so the order books for next year are still virgin white 
and what is to be inscribed upon them is a matter of specu 
lation. Yet it is certain that prices soon should be attractive 
enough to tempt buyers to look ahead.
